SOME SUPERSTITIONS 
OF THE SEA 


There is no place in the world where 
superstition is as powerful as on the 
sea. : 

Let an absent-minded sailor whistls 
on board ship and ‘his mates will curse 
him on bringing on a stiff breeze when 
it is not wanted. i 

But for‘a sailor to whistle when the 
ship is enveloped in dense fog is per- 
missible, since the occult wind may 
disperse the very material fog. 

In no circumstances, however, is .a 
young steamship-trained helmsman 4l- 
lowed to mount the “weather side of 
the bridge.” 

This privilege is reserved for the 
old shellbacks who have been seven 
times round Cape Horn. But as few 
seamen can claim such distinction in 
these days of “iron ships and wooden 
men” the “leeside” is now universally 
used. 

Seamen no longer believe that rats 
leave an ill-fated ship before she sails. 
But they still regard the arrival of a 
corpse for shipment as a very bad 
omen, and the writer has known them 
to desert sooner than sail with it. 

Strangely enough, the extent of their 
apprehension on this account varies 
with the social standing of the de- 
ceased, the remains of a celebrity be- 
ing more unlucky than those of a 
humble citizen. 

‘So strong was this superstition in 
bygone days that the packing case 
containing the casket had to be 
labelled and stowed as ordinary cargo. 

The luck of black cats is proverbial. 
But what is not so well known is the 
reason why seamen are so over indul- 
gent to them. This is to prevent their 
bringing ill-luck to the ship by  run- 
ning away. 

During the war black cats were at 
a premium. With so much extra ton 
nage afloat there were not enough to 
go round. 

‘Sometimes a young midshipman 
would be sent ashore in search of one. 
And a certain youth, sooner than re- 
turn emptyhanded, dyed the - ‘white 
patches of a black and white “atray” 
with ink, : :

ESTIMATES SHOW 
KING GOVERNGIENT'S 
EXTRAVAGANCE 


The main estimates submitted to 
Parliament show that expenditure dur- 
ing the coming fiscal year, instead of 
going down, will go up. They call 
for an expenditure of $402,704,597, 
which is only $3,692,279 below the tot- 
al votes, both main and supplementary, 
passed last session. 


This shows beyond all doubt that 
the appropriations made this session 
will much exceed those of last year. 
It must be borne in mind that the sup- 
plementary estimates have still to be 
brought down, and it will be surpris- 
ing if they do not reach $20,000,000. 

Thatthis Js not a rash guess {fs evi- 
dent from ,the following. The Gov- 
ernment has announced that it will 
bring in a bill this session to recoup 
the Home Bank depositors, and as the 
latter ask for 60 cents on the dollar, 
this, if granted, means nearly $10,000, 
000 alone. Then there is $1,200,000 in 
the form of a subsidy for the new 
trans-Atlantic service. Add to these a 
number of other items that are sure to 
make their appearance during a. pre- 
election year, and: it will be seen that 
another $20,000,000 is not an extrava- 
gant estimate. - 

The Government’s first announce: 
ment made it appear that the estimat- 
es were only $342,036,597, and that this 
was $6,933,979 below those of last 
year. This did not include the esti- 
mates for the Canadian National Rail- 
ways and the Government Merchant 
Marine, which add another $60,668,000. 
But the Government got the benefit of 
the first announcement that the esti- 
mates were only $342,036,597. 

Thus, at a time when all other tore| 


ernments are reducing expenditure 
and trying hard to balance their Bud- 
gets, the King Government proposes 
to spend more money. Its supporters 
have ceased to talk economy and are 
spending their time justifying expen- 
diture. Under such conditions there 
can be no reduction in taxation. The 
taxes will go up instead of down. 

This increased expenditure is going 
on at a time when the country is being 
confronted, not with a surplus, but 
with the heaviest decline in revenue 
in its history. For the loss in revenue 
during the first ten months of this | 


fiscal year was $50,000,000. And yet it 
is proposed to spend more. No wonder 


taxes are high.

The National Publishers’ Assoct- 
ation of the U. 8. A. is all “het up” 
over the oft repeated suggestion in 
this country that something should be 
done to either cut off or slow down 
the export of our pulpwood to the 
United ‘States. In a word, ‘conserve 
Canada’s natural resources for the 
use of Canadians, or Americans who 
wish to take advantage of their op- 
portunities by operating in Canada. 

A brief was presented the other day 
on behalf of the National Publishers’ 
Association to Senator Borah, chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee.. The document is interesting. 
Among other things it accuses us of 
ad faith. “Under a mask of forest 
conservation,” says the document, 
“Canadian manufacturers are trying to 
force the Dominion Government to stop 
the exportation of pulpwood.” Further 
on the brief states: “‘They are trying 
to force the American operators to 
move their mills into Canada, where 
the wood would be transformed into 


pulp for the paper mills here. That 
accomplished, the next step would be 
to embargo pulp, thus forcing Ameri- 
cans to make their paper in Dominion 
territory under the domination of the 
Canadian paper industry.” 

Well, supposing we do all that. <A 
million cords of pulpwood exported 
brings Canada some $10,000,000. Made 
into newsprint this amount of pulp- 


000. Is that worth while? 
In their brief the National Publish- 


ence upon Canadian pulp, and they 
further state that without Canadian 
pulp being freely admitted to 
United States the employment of 
some 120,000 workers would be jeop- 
ardized. That can be readily adjust- 
ed, for they may work up here. That 
seems a reasonable solution. 

Any objection to our looking out for 


from a people who have done every. 
thing possible to keep Canadian pro- 
ducts out of the United States market. 
And as they apparently have a great 
dislike to that word embargo, let us 
drop it and substitute the word duty,— 
a duty on export. There can be no pos- 
sible objection to a duty which will 
preserve our pulpwood for our own 
people in the same manner as the 
United States farmer and stockraiser 
and dairyman are preserving their 
own market for their own produce by 
placing an insurmountable duty 
against Canada. 

(Of ‘course this is not the first time 
we have heard of the National Pub- 
lishers’ Association. If we are not 
mistaken these are the same gentle- 
men, or was {ft their confreres, the 
members of the American Pulp and 
Paper Association who employed ex- 
pensive lawyers to trapes around 
with the Royal Commission re. the 
pulpwood situation a couple of years 
ago, feeding the members of the Com- 
mission such evidence as best suited 
their purposes, in their attempt to de- 


feat the objects for which the Com- 
mission was appointed. 
As the Toronto “Mail and Empire” 


well puts it: “The Pulpwood produced 
in this country is subject to the laws 
that are made in this country, with 
which our neighbors have nothing to 
do.” 

The framers of the Fordney tariff 
did not consult us previous to cutting 
out from under Canadian producers 
practically our entire United States 
market in certain lines, and it is in- 
deed a poor rule that will not work

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ALBERTA AND THE 
NATURAL RESOURCES 


The people of Alberta have receiv- 
ed with satisfaction the announce- 
ment that an agreement has_ been 
come to with the Dominion Govern- 
ment for the transfer to the province 
of the natural resources. The sub- 
sidy from the Dominion Government 
will continue for three years, after 
which it will cease. The terms of the 
agreement do not call for much com- 
ment. They will probably involve at 
first at least a loss rather than a gain 
to the province financially, but they 
seem fair enough, and in any event 
the essential thing was to get the 
question settled and the resources 
‘handed over without further delay or 
haggling. 

Having at last got the resources, 

it now Iies with the Government to 
make the best possible use of them. 
The transfer will mean presumably a 
permanent increase in the provincial 
civil service, and it is to be hoped that 
the Alberta Government will at once 
make it clear that merit and duly 
ascertained qualifications alone are to 
be the basis of recruitment of that 
civil service, and that political pat- 
ronage is to be definitely relegated te 
a discredited oblivion. Competitive 
examinations under the control of in- 
dependent examiners wholly free 
from political influence should be the 
one and only method of recruiting 
the civil service from the highest to 
the lowest, and there should be no 
room whatever for the appointment of 
political hangers-on to posts for which 
they have no preliminary qualification 
and in which they either depend on 
their lower paid subordinates to do 
the work or acquire a knowledge of it 
slowly, painfully, and at the expense 
of the long-suffering public. 
, As far as the actual development of 
the resources and their use are con- 
cerned, the main thing required is 
common honesty, which will prevent 
their being handed over to favoured 
individuals or corporations at inade- 
quate prices.: In that respect the 
present government's record is good. 
Its handling of the liquor control busi- 
ness, for instance, bears all the ap- 
pearance of a real effort to put the 
public interest before everything else 
and ignore political patronage. Even 
the official Opposition have not been 
able seriously to suggest anything to 
the discredit of the Government's 
honesty, and the rank and file of the 
Government’s supporters in the Legis- 
lature seem to be healthily on the 
alert to prevent anything being done 
which is not straightforward. It is a 
pity that there are not more signs of 
constructive initiative on the part of 
the Government, which should enable 
them to make use of the transferred 
resources to put fresh v 
whole life of the province. Possibly 
the taking over of the resources may 
lead to the growth of such initiative. 
The present state of business  condi- 
tions seems to need it urgently.

thing? What is the remedy? 

At the coming election politicans of 
all parties will almost certainly make 
many speeches setting out various 
measures designed to improve general 
conditions and provide prosperity for 
all. Judging by past experience; the 
only features which will be common to 
almost all these speeches will be 
dogmatic self-confidencg and a vary- 
ing degree of ignorance. It would 
be distinctly surprising if a single 
candidate were to open his campaign 
by admitting frankly that it is exceed- 
ingly difficult to say just what is the 
cause of the prevailing bad times and 
equally difficult to suggest a sure 
remedy, that such things as tariffs are 
highly technical, complicated, and un- 
certain in their results, and that there. 
fore he was going to examine the 
whole situation in a spirit of unbiass- 
ed detachment, and to put before his 
hearers all side’ of the relevant argu- 
ments in order to enable them to form 
the most intelligent opinion possible 
on all the issues at stake. 

What would happen to such a candi- 
date if by some strange chance he 
should appear? The ardent party 
politicians of all sides would probably 
damn him out of existence at once as 
an ignorant and weak-minded indivi- 
dual incapable of sweeping all the 
troubles that afflict the country out of 
existence with a few well chosen sen- 
tences, and therefore obviously unfit 
to represent in Parliament such 
omniscient sages as themselves. What 
would the average Canadian citizen 
think about it? Would he be inclined 
to think in his heart that here at 
least was a candidate possessed of 
that modest ‘consciousness of ignor- 
ance and inadequacy which is _ pos- 
sibly the only true beginning of wis: 
dom? It would be interesting to see 
an election campaign conducted on 
such lines, and, as things are, it is 
possible that something of the sort 
might possibly be arranged in the 
Red Deer constituency at the coming 
election. The present member, Mr. 
Speakman, is a Progressive with a 
Liberal past. He has probably little 
or no sympathy with the Conservative 
party or Conservative principles, a 
fact which we may regret but which 
we recognize without the smallest re- 
sentment. On the other hand, he has 
shown ‘himself to be a capable, open- 
minded man, a good speaker of moder- 
ate views, quite able to rise above 
narrow party considerations. He en- 
joys the respect of even those who sin. 
cerely disagree with ‘his political 
views. It should not be wholly impos- 
sible for an arrangement to be come 
to—at least as far as the Conserva- 
tives and the Picgressiv«s are  con- 
cerned—by which the coming election 
campaign in ‘this district should be 
raised onto the level of an impartial 
unbiassed discussion rather than a 
partisan contest. The result would 
most probably be the reelection of 
Mr. Speakman. It would certainly be 
that the electorate of this constitu- 
ency would get an infinitely better 
idea of public questions in general 
and that the Red Deer district would 
have given a really useful lead and 
example to the rest of Canada in the 
matter of political conduct. 
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THE CONQUEST OF A DESERT 


One of the most notable achieve. 
ments since the close of the Great 
War has been the work of France in 
opening up and consolidating her em- 
pire in North Africa. France now 
North- 
west Africa, stretching from the shor- 
es of the Mediterranean right across 
the Sahara Desert to the Atlantic 
coast in'‘the region of the Congo river. 
For centuries the North African 
desert has been regarded as_ practl- 
cally impassable and closed to 
Europeans, the haunt of a few wan- 
dering savage tribes, half Arab and 
half negro. Timbuctoo was almost 
proverbial as a city which few white 
men could reach and from which few 
er still could return. To cross the 
desert from North to South was to all 
intents and purposes impossible. 
Roads and water were non-existent 
and the tribes of the desert hostile. 

The war made plain to France two 
things—that her own white popula- 
tion was insufficient in number to 
stand against Germany, and that she 
possessed in her African territories, 
especially in the most northerly and 
most southerly areas, magnificent re: 
serves of fighting men. The problem 


thing wrong. ‘What is that ape Hee A railway across the desert, 
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though possible, would be costly . to 
build, long in being built, and not a 
paying venture for many _ years. 
France turned therefore to the’modern 
inventions of motor cars, aeroplanes 
and wireless telegraphy. The cater. 
Pillar-wheeled tanks of the war had 
suggested that the absence of roads 
might not make the desert impassable. 
Special cars were constructed with 
ingenious arrangements of wheels to 
meet the difficulties of uneven ground 
and heavy drifting sand, and with. 
these the challenge of the desert was! 
taken up. 

The results have been wonderfully 
successful. The desert has been 
crossed in less days than the months 
formerly occupied in crossing by cam- 
el train, and with little or no discom- 
fort or danger. Whole areas previous- 
ly almost unknown: to white men have 
been made accessible to week-end 
tourists from the coast cities of 
Algiers, Tunis and ‘Morocco. Aero- 
planes and wireless telegraphy have 
ended the silence and isolation of the 
desert. A regular air service has 
been ruaning for some time from 
France to Casablanca in Morocco. It 
is planned to extend it to Dakar far 
down the Atlantic coast of Africa. 
Dakar a few years ago was a miser.' 
able native village with a handful of 
isolated European officials. It has be- 
come a flourishing modern city of 
many thosuands with a harbour at 
which on an average two ocean-going 
steamers call every day of the year. 
From Dakar the mails brought by air 
from France are to be sent by fast 
steamers to South America, thereby 
effecting a saving im time of nearly 
two weeks on the former ll sea | 
route, and it is planned to set up an 
air service across the Atlantic, which 
will bring South America within a 
week’s travel of Europe. 

With the opening up of communi- 
cations will come also the opening up 
of ‘trade. The desert so-called is not | 
wholly devoid of commercial possi- , 
bilities. It {s capable of products of, 
various kinds and schemes are on | 
foot for increasing and improving the 
output in various ways. The tribes 
of the desert are being taught, first, 
that it is unsafe to interfere with the 
agents and citizens of the civilized 
races, and, second, that it is wholly 
to their benefit to learn the lessons | 
offered of how to improve their econ. 
omic position, and to take advantage 
of the new devices introduced by the 
white men for overcoming the obstacl- 
es of the desert. 

Unfortunately, behind {ft all lies the 
shadow of military power. The black 
races are being trained for war as 
well as for peace, and it is not only 
France but other white races who 
may one day come to realize that 
these black peoples are unlikely to ba 
content always to remain subservient 
when they find that they can hold 
their own with the white man on the 
field of battle. Nevertheless, however 
ominous the race problem may be, it 
is impossible not to admire the courage 
and organizing ability which France 
is showing in thus developing an area 
of ‘the world which has for so iong 
been reckoned as wholly useless for 
mankind. We are a little inclined to 
regard ourselves as the supreme race 
of pioneers and conquerors of un 
friendly waste lands. It is well that 
we should realize that other races also 
in other parts of the world are cap- 
able of overcoming great national 
difficulties, and turning the uninhabit- 
ed desert of one generation into the 
populous thive of industry for the 


TWO AGTS 


The liquor commissioner for Alber- 
ta reports that of the liquor sold in 
the province since the coming into 
effect of the liquor act, seventy per- 
cent. has been ‘beer, and only thirty 
percent. has been hard liquor. 

The British Columbia report shows 
that 69 percent. of the money spent on 
liquor was for hard liquor, and only 39 


percent. on beer. The percentage of 
alcohol in hard liquor is very great. 
The percentage of alcohol in the beer 
sold in Alberta is very small, in fact 
the beer in Alberta is not stronger 
than the beverage which the Ontario 
government has described officially, 
after experiments of a kind, as a tem- 
perance drink. 

Therg must be a reason why the 
people of British Columbia who drink, 
spend most of their money in hard 
liquor, while the people in Alberta 
who drink, spend most of their money 
in beer. 

There is no difference in the cli 
mate, or the character or physical de- 
velopment of the people. The only, 
difference seems to be in the leg!s- | 
lation. In British Columbia there are 
no licensed places for the sale of 
bcer—or there were none at the 
time when the calculation was made, 
while in Alberta the law makes beer 
fairly accessible, and hard liquor more 
difficult to get. ; 

The figures justify the law in Alber- 
ta, compared to that of British Colum- ; 
bia up to the recent change.—Calgary 
Albertan.

Hon. R. G. Reid has the following 
resolution: That this House continue 
to urge on the Dominion Government 


‘the necessity for a Federal Farm Loan 


Scheme and request that action be 
taken at the present Session of Par- 
lament to make the necessary provis- 
ion to make such a scheme effective. 
Hon. V. W. Smith has a resolution 
as follows: That this Legislature is of 
the opinion that the equalization of 
freight rates throughout Canada is 
impossible without statutory provis- 


‘fons for maximum rates in those parts 
. of Canada in which freight rates are 


not controlled by competitive water 
transportation rates; and further 

That the Government of Alberta 
should continue its efforts to insure 
such statutory provisions and also the 
equalization of rates affecting differ- 
ent points within the province. 

This Legislature is further of the 
opinion that the Government should 
continue its efforts to obtain an 
equalization of rates on primary pro- 
ducts for shipment for export as well 
as for domestic consumption to and 
from the Pacific Coast. 

Government Telephone Report 

Necessity for higher rates on gov- 
ernment phones in the province is 
emphasized in the 1924 report of the 
provincial government telephone 
branch submitted to the legislature 
the past week. The financial reporc 
shows, that though there was an in- 
crease of $15,987 in toll revenues, and 
an increase of $26,132 in exchange rev- 
enues, there was a drop of $4,508 in 
rural phone revenue. Taken with the 
higher interest charges, the system 
was left with a net deficit of $123,- 
712.19 for the year. A total of 1937 
rural phones were removed during the 
year, and 1318 phones were added, 
showing a net loss of 619 phones. Tha 
report refers to the:large mileage of 
“dead” line in the rural districts, and 


the non-existence of a proper replace- |. 


ment fuud, as reasons pointing toward 
the necessity of iucreased rates in the 
near future. In exchange phones 
there was a net gain of 904 during the 
year. 

There are now a total of 54,000 phon- 
es in use, of which 20,000 are rural. 
A total of 974 cities, towns and ham- 
lets in the province are connected 
with ‘the system, and there is connec- 
tion with 461 points in Saskatchewan, 
238 points in Manitoba, 540 points on 
the Mountain States phone system In 
the Western States, and 32 points in 
B.C. The total long distance circuit 
mileage in the province is now 35,502 
miles, of which 599 miles are in the 
Peace River district. 

The report comments on the fact 
that the system js one of the best or- 
ganized on the continent from the 
standpoint of service.

Natural Resources Settlement 


Announcement that the Alberta Gov- 
ernment had accepted the offer of the 
Federal Government with respect to 
the return of the natural resources to 
provincial control, wag made in the 
Legislature during the past week by 
Premier Greenfield. The basis ‘of 
settlement is that the province will 
take over the remaining resources, 
and will receive a payment of the 
amount of the present subsidy for 
three years. The agreement is sub- 
ject to authorization by both the Fed. 
eral Parliament and the Provincial 
Legislature. 


Money for Rallway Extensions 


The Provincial Legislature will be 
asked to vote the sum of $520,000 for 
the twenty miles extension proposed 
to be built to the Lacombe and North- 
western Railway. The sum of $130,- 
000 will also be asked for maintenance 
and upkeep and equipment on the A. 
and G. W. line, which may or may not 
be required. Last year the Legis- 
lature voted $184,000 for this purpose, 
but none of it was required. This year 
a smaller sum is being asked. 


Grain Shipments on Government Lines 

Alberta ‘Government Railways 
handled nearly half a million bushels 
of grain up to the end of 1924, accord- 
ing to figures just published. The Al- 
shipped 
down form northern points 313,393 
bushels of all grains, of which 128,- 
588 bushels was wheat. The Lacombe 
and Northwestern line handled a total 
of 128,418 bushels of grain, of which 
100,388 bushels was wheat. 


More Oil Wells 
It is stated that following the strike 
of the rich oil well of the Imperial Oii 
Company in the Turner Valley, south- 
west of Calgary, more wells will be

Important Discovery by — 
i ; Alberta Doctor 

Further developments in. the re-: 
search work at the University of <Al- 
berta, have recently. ‘been . revealed. 
Dr. J. B. Collip, co-discoverer of insul- 
in, at a recent meeting in Washington 
of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science, read a paper 
dealing with a new and important dis- 
covery, extracting from thé parathy- 
toid gland a substance of great’ medi- 
cinal value. tn this connection - the 
following .facts have been made 
known: . 

A considerable number of physiolo- 
gists and -biochemists have been for a 
number of years working on the para- 
thyroid gland in the hope they might 
extract from it the substance which it 
was believed to contain which would 
have a regulatory effect in connection 
with certain diseases.

After 
exhaustive tests ‘Dr. Collip proved the 
efficacy of the extract thus madg on 
animals. ‘Later he reported to the 
Canadian Medical Journal a very re- 
markable result from the application 
of it in the case of tetany in a child 
who was brought into the laboratory 
in a very rigid condition and who was 
immediately relieved by the use of the 
material. At present the clinical 
effect of the material is being tested 
by some of the leading clinitians on 
the North American continent, includ- 
ing those at the University of Alberta, 
McGill University, University of To- 
ronto, Manitoba University, and Johns 
‘Hopkins University.

The winter of 190607 proved un- 
usually severe in the Peace River 
country and throughout the Mackenzie 
VaHey. At the new farms south of 
the Peace River, the horses and cat- 
tle, which generally pick up a living 
in the bush all winter, had to be fed 
on hay for two months. Dangerous 
packs of wolves from the north caused 
great losses of stock_and decimated 
the elk, the moose and the wood buf- 
falo. 

For fear of the wolves, it was 
thought, a small herd of buffaloes 
came south from the valley of the Hay 
River and, crossing the Peacg River 
on the ice, took'refuge in the broken 
country beyond the South Pine River 
There during the following season sev 
eral young kinsmen of mine—the Mas- 
termans, at whose new wheat farm J] 
was then visiting—discovered the lit- 
tle herd. 

We had no thought of shooting the 
wood buffaloes, of course; but we had 
learned that the government wished 
to procure a number of Hving animals 
for its preserve in the national park 
at Banff. In fact an agent had offered 
Quinby Masterman liberal pay to-cap- 
ture the little stray bunch of buffaloes; 
and with that object in mind we tried 
in November to “salt trail’ them to a 
pound we had built at a bend of the 
South Pine River. 

But to salt trail a wild herd of any 
kind is a work of skill and especially 
of patience. Craftily placed trails of 
salt leading to the pound have to be 
strewn from the known resorts or feed- 
ing grounds of the animals. Where the 
patience enters in is watching the 1o- 
cality from a distance to see when 
the ruse has worked. 

For that purpose some of us at the 
Mastermans lived constantly at an ob- 
servation camp for twelve days. The 
camp was on the bank of the South 
Pine River across from the pound, 
which was in a bend of the stream two.

Is it not 
a fact that the child who is brought 
up along good and recognized methods, 
everything else being equal, almost 
invariably heads the class? Certainly 
there are many ways whereby the 
parents can help the teacher, who 
will thereby be enabled to give more 
care to the children in the school. I 
have noticed that where the parents 
look after and see that their children 
are doing their home work, they usual- 
ly get ahead of those not looked after. 
It seems, in my opinion, that a better 
and fuller co-operation between the 
parents and the teacher should have 
desirable effects. Perhaps such an 
organization as the “Parents-Teachers 
Association” across the line, could be 
developed to fill a long felt wont.”

At the convention yesterday Mr. 
Frank W.'Clarke made an interesting 
comparison of the dual question of 
the export of pulp and power. There 
is something strange in the fact that 
while the vast majority of persons 
are enthusiastically in favor of prohibit- 
ing the export of our power or at least 
of limiting it to the narrowest output, 
scores of these persons view with in- 
difference thefreeexport of our pulp- 
wood. It is possible that while the 
politician sees a grave danger of both 
these fields of export, yet in the pulp- 
wood problem there is the factor of 
the small settler who has his product 
to sell and his vote to record. The 
small settler has no power to export. 

As Mr. Clarke rightly pointed out, if 
the forests are denuded at their pres- 
ent rate, the day will shortly come 
when there willbe no need of this pow 
er {n many parts of Quebec and On- 
tario, for there will be no raw mater- 
ial to manufacture into newsprint and 
a hundred other products. 

To assure the settler of a fair price 
for his pulpwood by Dominion mills 
and to close the gates against free ex- 
port, is the logical and sane policy 
to adopt, and it does not require a 
peripatetic commission at a cost of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars’ to 
see its wisdom. Neglect to do this 
and let the present wasteful and _ ex- 
travagant policy ‘be continued, and 
Canada will kill the goose that lays 
the best and largest of her eggs of

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AGREE MINISTERS 
SHOULD ALL WEAR 
GOWNS IN PULPIT 


May Become More General After 
Union Has Been Accomplished

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Should Methodist ministers wear 
gowns? According to a well known 
Methodist, Dr. HB. W. Stapleford, prin- 
cipal of Regina College, they should. 
Several ministers in the leading Meth- 
odist churches in Calgary agree with 
Dr. Stapleford, when questioned on 
the subject. 

Word comes from Regina that at 
the meeting of the quarterly official 
board of the Metropolitan church, Re- 
gina, last week, Dr. W. BE. Stapleford 
gave notice of motion that he would 
present a resolution to have the min- 
sters gowned while conducting the 
services. Dr. Stapleford pointed out 
that the church would soon be a mem- 
ber of the United church of Canada 
and contended that the Presbyterian 
custom in this connection could be 
followed with advantage by the min- 
isters of the Methodist congregations. 

According to Rev. W. E. MacNiven, 
of Wesley Methodist church, they are 
already being gowned in many of the 
larger (Methodist churches. Ten years 
ago such a thing in the (Methodist 
church was almost unheard of. At 
that time only the pastor of St. James 
Church, Montreal, wore a gown. But 
now, ‘he thinks, the movement will 
meet with littl, opposition and will 
probably be left to the individual 
tastes of the various churches. ‘Per. 
sonally I think it would be very nice,” 
he stated. 

“If the choirs are gowned, the min- 
ister should be also,” was the opinion 
of Rev. H. W. Avison, of Central 
Methodist church. “I quite agree with 
Dr. Stapleford, there should be uni- 
formity for those conducting the ser- 
vice, and now nearly all Methodist 
choirs are gowned. I do not think 
the idea will meet with much opposi- 
tion.” 

Rev. George Driver, pastor of Trin- 
ity Methodist church, said that it 
would have to be left to the General 
Council to decide. He admitted that 
there was nothing to hinder the move- 
ment, but he did not think it would 
be carried through. 

“Wesley wore a gown, you know,” 
was the laughing reply given by Rev. 
A. D. Richards, of Scarboro Avenue, 
Methodist. To his knowledge the ques- 
tion ‘had never been raised before by 
churches in Canada, although the idea 
had found ready response in the Unit- 
ed States. Mr. Richards was of the 
opinion that it would probably come 
in with the United Church. 

Rev. Joseph Coulter, of Victoria 
Methodist church, thought that no 
doubt the idea would be taken up by 
the larger churches, but not by the 
smaller congregations. “I don't think 
there will be any particular opposi- 
tion, but I do not belleve the idea will 
be carried through.”
